PROUD TO BE A BOOKSELLER 
Geoutt Mr. Retail Bookseller, you 


could discontinue your business this 

month, could wind up your affairs satis- 
factorily before the new season of buying 
and planning begins, seeming impelled to this 
action because you feel that you must turn 
your attention to a more vital kind of work. 
You may not want to close up shop because 
retailing is what you are most capable of 
doing effectively, but you wish to put your 
ability as a distributor back of some line 
that will definitely help win the war. This 
change, of course, means sacrifice, but you 
welcome this strain as giving you a feeling of 
participation in these times of universal sacri- 
fices, 

Suppose, however, that before you sign over 
your stock you examine again the alternative 
lines of merchandise, even walking your street 
to see if there are retail fields which would 
re-awaken your zeal and confidence as a mer- 
chant. You will perhaps pass a haberdasher, 
candy store, ladies’ cloaks, pictures and fram- 
ing, then cigars, boots, catering, phonographs, 
a jewelry store, and so on. And now, having 
been around a block, you find yourself in 
meditation before your own show window, 
and the book display that some patient and 
hopeful assistant has been arranging. The 
man has made it a display of war books 
again. It is bristling with combativeness and 
Phrases from the western front. You rather 
frown at the idea of more pushing of war 
books. They have been pressing everything 
aside lately and usurping all the displays and 
the clerks’ attention. You had warned the 
clerks lately against this tendency and made 
up your mind that future buying should be 
different. 

You become conscious of many people stop- 
Ping and looking interestedly at the display 
and you hear murmurs of comment and dis- 
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cussion. The little lady to the right seems 
to have been attracted by the volume on 
women’s part in the war and you are re- 
minded of several good folks who have given 
you personal thanks for the message in that 
volume. Two men are apparently looking at 
the new volume on Russia, and you recall 
with some pride that your community has 
done clearer thinking on the Russian situation 
because of books that you have been pushing 
forward. Yes, and there is going to be a need 
for more clear thinking in the months ahead, 
and there are going to be people who will 
want the fresh inspiration that lies in these 
books. People will need to catch the daunt- 
less spirit which shines thru the volumes of 
personal experience, and many will find their 
consolation from the messages of helpful 
pages. 

There is a real war work to be done in 
that bookstore. Our government is so sure 
of the importannce of ideas and of informa- 
tion that it has organized bureaus for their 
spread and yet the best material that they 
can gather has not the importance and varied 
worth of what flows steadily from the great 
publishing houses. And the government’s best 
methods of distribution cannot equal the 
facilities of the country’s far scattered book 
counters. 

When in lyceum circles last winter there 
was a new weighing of programs and the 
war value of talk, Mr. Wilson sent them 
the message: “Chautauquas are almost as 
integral a part of national defense as men 
and ammunition.” How much more that 
word of encouragement applies to the book- 
seller, with his steady year-round support 
to this great war of ideas. This ts a time 
of self-examination for the conscientious 
business man, but the bookseller will return 
to his task sure of his usefulness and conscious 
of the great work to be done.

SUCCESSFUL BOOKSELLING 
Building Up an Office Building Clientele 
in New York 

HEN I took charge of this shop last 
WV August, I saw at once that here indeed 

was a unique trade, for the reason 
that days would pass without a woman enter- 
ing. Men, men, men, all day, for pencils, 
pads, ink, and everything under the sun but 
books. The stock was low, badly arranged, in 
fact it was in a chaotic state. Even after I 
had rearranged things and made it look like 
a real book-shop I still sold the ink, pens 
and pads to the men but no books. 

At last, in desperation, I thought, “Why 
can’t I interest these eight hundred men in 
these two buildings?” Then I began to think 
of business books. But which books? I was 
terribly in doubt. Finally with the co-opera- 
tion of some publishers I put in one of our 
windows as fine a list of business books as 
could be had. All subjects. That was the 
only way to find out what interested them. 

It didn't take me long to find out. There 
was a string of men all day long for three 
weeks peering thru the glass, making com- 
ments, taking notes and, best of all, coming 
in and buying books. 

Some men said they never knew such books 
existed, others said they knew of them but 
never saw them all together before. Others 
were amazed at the fact that the apparently 
dead book-shop had sprung to life and was 
actually meeting their needs. Never once was 
a price questioned. Whether it was 50 cents 
or six dollars, the money was spent grate- 
fully, for they felt they were getting just 
what they had been looking for. 

I received requests for advertising matter 
from vicinities which boast of some of New 
York’s greatest bookstores, and they are com- 
ing to me for their books. One man buys 
one business book a week. Another said if he 
got one idea from a six-dollar book he felt 
he was repaid many times. 

Thru business books I have been able to put 
the shop on the map. I have been able to make 
the sales take a jump so that they loop-the- 
loop at times, and I have been able to interest 
the professional men in the vicinity where 
before they simply gave the shop a passing 
look or bought only little odds and ends, never 
taking us seriously. 

While we are climbing I hope to increase 
my mailing lists. Men gladly give us their 
names for these hooks. for as one man said 
recently, “the days of sharp practice have 
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passed and we must work out our busi: 
methods on a scientific basis,” therefore 
worthy business book. 
My shop is growing, it is in the limelight 
and I look to business books to keep it there

best article on suggestive salesmanship: 
MAKING SUGGESTIVE SALESMANSHIP PAY 
30okselling is more than a business. It is 
a profession. Successful bookselling means 
intelligent bookselling. Intelligent selling 
means many hours spent in study and 
preparation combined with love for books and 
the work. No professional man succeeds un- 
less his heart is in his work. 

Many otherwise successful salesmen fail 
utterly or attain only indifferent success with 
books. Many men fail to make the book busi- 
ness pay because, altho good business men, 
they lose sight of the fact that books cannot 
be marketed simply as a commodity. They 
try to sell them for the fine appearance just 
as they would a piece of jewelry or bric-a- 
brac because it appeals to the eye. With a 
real book salesman the binding is probably the 
last point mentioned, as with a genuine book 
lover it is always a secondary consideration. 

Thinking people buy the most books, and 
being busy with their business affairs, with 
little time for reading of reviews, they ap- 
preciate intelligent assistance and depend 
upon their bookseller’s opinions much as they 
accept that of their lawyer or doctor. 
_ If a customer, on his way to a train, stops 
for a book to read as he travels and I can- 
not at once suggest one or two and state in a 
very few words why I think he will like them 
and convince him to the extent of a sale, | 
have failed in my professional duty. 

[ learned under a very competent. sales- 
woman the suggestive method without know- 
ing it by that name. It simply seemed the 
logical way to acquaint our customers with 
what we had to offer them. 

I never considered figuring up in money 
value the increase in sales thus made until I 
read Mr. Estabrook’s paper in the May Book- 
sellers’ Weekly [PupiisHers’ Werk ty]. 
W hen I saw this contest announced I began 
making notes. on my efforts and results. 

I let no opportunity pass but suggested to 
each customer some books other than were 
ee oe The result is very gratifying. 

& y per cent of my efforts resulted in the 
sale of at least one extra book and about $100 
in_ money in the intervening month. 

oo an out-of-town stranger I took an 
advance order for “My Four Years in Ger- 
ually, and then sold him “I Accuse” as an- 
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other man’s views on Germany. He came 
back in two weeks greatly pleased saying it 
had changed his ideas decidedly and asked me 
to select a th for his — to read to their 

-o children who were sick. , 
wT ool him for the boy, “Penrod and Sam, 
$1.35, for the girl, “The Little Mother, $1.50, 
and then suggested “Those Times and These 
by Irvin Cobb for his wife and he took that 
also. He liked the last book so much him- 
self that he came back a few days ago for 
something more of Cobb’s. I sold him “Local 
Color.” He bought in the three calls about 
$10.00 worth of books only, but my suggestive 
efforts have caused him to form the habit of 
coming in whenever he is in town because he 
is pleased. ; 

A woman who, having read no mental 
science, asked for “The Law of Psychic 
Phenomena,” $1.50, because her husband liked 
it and wanted her to read it. I sold it to her 
but suggested that as she was only beginning 
this line of reading perhaps some of the newer 
writers might be a little more simple and 
readable. I sold her Larson’s “Your Forces 
and How to Use Them,” $1.50. 

To a lady who came in to buy a war book 
which was popular a year ago and sold for 
$1.00 and which was not in stock, I sold 
“Over the Top,” $1.50, and she came back in 
three days for another copy for a gift. 

To the lady who came for “The Greatest 
Thing in the World,” 50c, I sold in addition 
“As a Man Thinketh,” 50c. 

A man asked for “The Other Wise Man,” 
soc, and a prosperity book by Allen, 35c, which 
a friend had recommended. He, not sure of 
the title, would not take the “Path of Pros- 
perity” for fear it was not the one suggested to 
him. But I sold him instead, “As A Man 
Thinketh” and “The Way of Peace” in gift 
book edition at 85c each, and “The Other 
Wise Man,” Soc. 

To a lawyer who never before had bought 
anything more recent than Guizot’s “History 
of France,” who revels in the old classics and 
reads his war literature in the papers and 
magazines, I succeeded in selling, “My Four 
Years in Germany,” $2.00, and then, by ju- 
dicious suggestion, McClure’s “Obstacles to 
Peace,” $2.00, also. 

Showing a young lady “A Son of the 
Middle Border,” $1.60, I said, “Have you seen 
this? It looks very attractive to me.” She 
had not heard of it but she thanked me de- 
lightedly and promptly became its ownet 
saying that she had taken literature under 
Mr. Garland when in college and admires 
him greatly. 

An out-of-town customer came in to meet 
her sister by appdintment. I asked her if 
she had read Ambassador Gerard’s © book. 
She had not and said she was swearing off 
from war books. I said, “Surely not until 
you have read this.” She decided to buy it, 
$2.00. Our conversation developed the fact 
that she had never read “The Neutrality of 
Belgium” by Fuehr, $1.50. I took her order 
for that. not having it in stock, and then drew 
her attention to our large assortment of new 
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fiction and sold her “The Broken Gate,” 
$1.35, by Hough on remarking that he, hav- 
ing always lived in a small town, would ap- 
preciate fully that splendidly dramatic small 
town story. 

These are only a few instances. This was 
the school opening month when most of our 
time was taken by text books. Yet, during 
this month, I sold in addition to these, thru 
suggestion purely, 10 “Over the Top,” 3 “On 
the Edge of the War Zone,” 4 “A Son of the 
Middle Border,” 4 “My Four Years in Ger- 
many,” and books of fiction too numerous to 
mention, in a town of 30,000 population.

“GENIUS” CASE BEFORE SUPREME 
COURT 


PON application of Theodore Dreiser 

and John Lane Co., the Appellate Divi- 

sion of the Supreme Court, heard argu- 
ment to determine whether “The Genius” is 
a literary work of art, or merely a salacious 
piece of writing that violates the law. Should 
the Appellate Division decide the action prop- 
erly brought, one of the functions of the court 
may be the censorship over novels. 

Each of the five justices, before whom the 
case was brought, took a copy of the book to 
read. A decision is expected within a fort- 
night. If the Appellate Division decides that 
the book is not indecent the publishers will 
continue the sale of the novel and the New 
York Society for the Suppression of Vice 
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will be compelled to acquiesce. The court sug- 
gested, however, that if the book is improper 
action should be taken in the criminal courts 
first before the matter is taken to the higher 
court for review. 


COURT RULES VICTOR COMBINA- 
TION ILLEGAL 


A DECREE that a combination, alleged 





to have been created by the Victor Talk- 

ing Machine Company, is in restraint of 
trade and a violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law, and must be dissolved, was signed 
on May 3 by Judge A. N. Hand of the Fed- 
eral District Court. 

The allegations in the Government’s peti- 
tion for a dissolution of the alleged illegal 
combination were similar to those contained 
in a complaint drawn by Wise & Seligsberg, 
counsel for R. H. Macy & Company last year 
in a suit for triple damages amounting to 
$570,000. The complaint accused the Victor 
Company of having entered into unlawful 
agreements with upward of 7000 dealers in 
various parts of the United States for the 
purpose of preventing competition, to limit 
the supply, and to fix the prices of talking 
machines and records made by the defendant. 
Under the terms of the decree the company 
is also restrained from issuing warnings to 
distributors and dealers of results that would 
follow any violation of the rules and regula- 
tions of the company, and from suspending 
or otherwise punishing its agents for selling 
to those under the company’s ban. 

In answering the Government suit, the com- 
pany asserted that when the license agree- 
ments with distributors’ complained of were 
issued they were lawful and valid under the 
interpretation of the patent laws and Federal 
laws regulating commerce, given by the United 
States Supreme Court. It also said that since 
decisions had been given by the courts to the 
effect that license agreements were not legal 
all of them had been cancelled. 

Edmond E. Wise of Wise & Seligsberg is 
reported as saying that he did not think the 
decree would have any especial effect upon 
the Macy suit. Argument in this case, he 
said, would be heard next week. 


FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION 
AGAINST PRICE MAINTENANCE 


HE first case brought before the Federal 

Trade Commission, in which complaints 

have been issued charging violations of 
law thru fixing the resale prices of articles, 
is that against Chester Kent & Co., Boston. 
The decision has been rendered in favor of 
the complainants. 
_ The order forbids the company to (a) 
indicate to dealers the prices for which its 
Proprietary or patent medicines shall be re- 
sold; (b) securing agreements from dealers 
to adhere to such prices; (c) refusing to sell 
to dealers who fail to adhere to such prices; 
(d) refusing to sell to dealers who fail to 
adhere to such pricés upon the same terms 





as dealers who do so adhere; (e) furnishing 
any advantage to dealers who adhere to the 
resale prices, while refusing similar treat- 
ment to dealers who do not adhere to the 
prices. 

The Federal Trade Commission has decided 
to issue complaints against all business con- 
cerns who refuse to sell unless the purchaser 
will agree to maintain a resale price fixed by 
the seller. When once an article has passed 
from the maker to a purchaser he owns it, 
and the owner of such article may sell it at 
any price that he chooses, provided he does 
not himself sell it at such price as to be 
below cost, and thus thereby enter into un- 
fair competition with other retailers selling 
the same article. 

It is thought the question of fixing resale 
prices will have to be settled by congressional 
action.

_Riptry Hrtcrcocx, author, editor. and a 
cp of the publishing firm of Harper & 
‘rothers, with which he had been associated 
for the last sixteen years. died suddenlv at 
the Park Avenue Hotel, New York, on May 


4th at the age of sixty-one. He was graduated

literary work. He was a special correspond- 
ent for the New York Tribune during the 
summer of 1882 and 1883. In the winter 
months of these years he served as literary 
and art critic for the Tribune, and remained 
with that newspaper until 1890, when he joined 
the publishing house of D. Appleton & Co. 
In 1902 he went to the Harpers. It was 
while he was with D. Appleton & Co. that

cepted on condition of the rearrangement of 
certain chapters. Mr. Hitchcock was the 
author of several works on art, and he wrote 
extensively on historical subjects. Among his
